I  thank  all  of  you  for  so  gracefully  including  me  in  this  special  community.  If  I  had  only  one  pledge  to  make 
at  this  point,  it  would  be  to  do  everything  in  my  power  in  the  years  to  come  to  understand  —  and 
preserve  —  this  climate  of  collegiality,  generosity  and  mutual  support. 

And,  Seniors,  we  expect  you  to  stay  in  touch  and  to  visit 
when  you  can!
